Which first' opened up Japan to maritime trade and helped 
|raise her to a world,power, and which once saved Japan from 
extinction in a desperate war, is now called upon to destroy her.

From that time onward Ja- 
pan's prosperity and strength grew 
until she had raised herself to a major 
power. 


But in 1904 the young and growing 


Japanese empire came into collision 
with Czarist Russia. 
The history 


books put that war down as an over- 
whelming Japanese victory, but while 
perparing these remarks I remembered 
a certain impartial judgment which 
throws an entirely different light on 
thc subject. And, looking up the ref- 
erence, I find that I remembered cor- 
rectly. 


Holt & Chilton's "European History 


1862-1914" is a standard college and 
university textbook. Of the Russo- 
Japanese war (1904-05) Holt & Chilton 
wrote: 


"TherejSeems'to be no doubt that 


from a strictly military viewpoint, 
the certainty of ultimate success 
lay with Russia. Japan had made 
her supreme effort, and had staked 
everything on the outcome. Had 
Russia still prosecuted the war 
vigorously, the Japanese 
must 


have been driven back to final 
defeat. But the continued Russian 
disasters, and political disorders at 
home, had practically destroyed 
Russian credit. More, the social 
unrest in itussia was so menacing 


• that the government felt unable 


to go on with-a foreign war. With 
revolution' imminent, 
therefore,; 


; thejr.. accepted ivreadjly. President^, 
* CThebdpre) r^Rppseyeltfs.. invitation' •' 
to send ministers "to the 'United • 
States for .the purpose of discussing 
peace." 
, 


That peace was signed September 5, 


1905, at Portsmouth, New Hampshire, 
U. S. A.—and because of it Teddy 
Roosevelt was awarded the ?40,000 
Nobel peace prize. 


Teddy Roosevelt would turn over in 


his grave today if he knew what tragic 
course had been followed since by the 
Japanese nation he orice saved from 
extinction. 


But for us, now fighting for peace 


in the Pacific, the lesson of that Rus- 
so-Japanese ygar is much more than 
history's irony.*' Russia had victory 
in her grasp buf for domestic trouble 
back home. 


That shall not happen to the United 


States. We will fight to victory. If 
we suppress traitors at home we 
shan't need any intermediaries abroad 
—such as a well-meaning American 
president who once saved Japan from 
extinction by the Russia enemy,

propaganda, the buying (with money 
or with place, it makes no difefrence)

Looting Reported 
as Seattle 
Undergoes First 
Blackout 


SAN FRANCISCO -(#•)- The army 


and navy wore on the prowl Tues- 
day for an enemy aircraft which sent 
at least two squadrons of planes over 
industrial plants Monday night and 
ranging San Francisco Bay without 
dropping a single bomb. 


The thirty odd planes ranged from 


San Jose at the south tip of the bay 
to the naval yard at Mare island, the 
Fourth Army interceptor commander 
reported. 


The flight caused the first black- 


out in San Francisco's history. Two 
others followed in the darkness of 
early morning but it was not disclos- 
ed whether they were enemy planes 
approaching. 


Army interceptor planes followed 


the circles of the enemy squadrons 
but were unable to determine where 
they finally went. The navy then took 
searching parties for the plane carrier, 
presumably off the California coast 
and probably from 500 to GOO miles at 
con

Japan Reports 
Success in 
Initial Attacks 


Wake, Guam Said 
Captured; 
Asserts Pacific 
Sea power Changed 


TOK}YO-(;P)-!(An official broad- 


cast picked up by 
the Associated 


Press)—Great initial success and a 
widening scope and increasing tempo 
of the Japanese air, land and sea war 
in the Pacific with the United States 
and Britain were reported by the 
Japanese Tuesday. 


A navy spokesman declared the 


Japanese navy already had landed 
blows which had changed the old 
balance of American and Japanese 
seapower 
as to nullify President 


Roosevelt's high pressure eastern pol- 
icy. 


The achievement of the Japanese 


navy it was said "completely shatters 
all naval strategy of the U. S. naval 
experts." 


The army announced that its bomb- 


ers had hammered Nichols Field, U. 
S. base near Manila in the Philippines, 
in a mass attack which demolished im- 
portant air facilities. 


A ring of Japanese warships which 


shelled tiny Midway island, a U. S. 
possession 1,400 miles west of Hono- 
lulu, set hangars and fuel stores 
ablaze Monday, the communique said. 


(A Tokyo broadcast heard by CBS 


said the islands of Guam and Wake, 
two U. S. stepping stones across the 
Pacific, were now under the Japanese 
flag. The broadcast, heard Monday 
night, did not elaborate.) 


The Japanese said they had shot 


down 9 American planes in attacks 
on the Wake island Monday and at 
the same'time the imperial headquar- 
ters announced that the Japanese air- 
force ! and,Jand forces began an attack 
upon "the'*area of Singapore .Tuesday.

Burma.) 


(The Rome radio also reported a 


Japanese landing in north Borneo.) 


A British communique from Hong- 


kong announced that the Japanese 
launched an attack upon that strong- 
hold at two places on the land side 
Monday. The British were hurridly 
"demolishing bridges and railroads to 
hinder the advance."

What worked in that Germany failed 
later in a conquered Norway, Neth- 
erlands, Fran.ce, Greece,' Yugoslavia, 
eyen in Poland. The formula which 
worked so well at 51 given time and 
in a given place, failed to work at 
all in other times and in other places. 
The Germans had failed to learn 
from tlie Russians, who also 
had 


a universal formula. The Bolsheviks' 
thought that a formula which work- 
ed in feudal, war-shattered, oriental 
Russia must also work in other lands. 
But it didn't, and the World Revolu- 
tion never wime. Instead, it bred thr 
World 
Counter - Revolution, called 


Fascism. Now that, too, is dernon- 
strating its failure. 


Months after all Europe had been 


conquered, what do the Nazi leaders 
find? Eighty thour nd Serbs fighting 
a bitter guerilla war. Nazi soldiers 
fhot in the back in the streets of 
Paris and Amsterdam. Belgian ve- 
terans of World War 1 "conspiring" 
(they remember) against their cpn- 
ijuerors. Heads falling in Norway and 
tows of graves in Poland and Greece. 
Why? 


Because the Nazis were wrong. They 


have led the European horse by a 
bloody bridle to the brink of Nazism's 
flood, only to find that the obstinate 
beast refuses to drink.

Press Pages 
of Government 


Editors Cull 
Hand-Outs From 
Different Agencies

WASHINGTON — Just how many 


thousands of pages of 
"hand-outs" 


pour from government press relations 
agencies weekly is anybody's guess. 
The news men, for the most part, 
thumb through these reams of dull- 
ness, cull them down to the few es- 
sentials and pass them on. 


Generally, it's pretty tedious, rou- 


tine work because government press 
agents discovered a long time ago 
Uiat they can't take journalistic lib- 
erties with bosses whose jobs hang 
on public opinion or at least the opin- 
ion of their immediate superiors who 
in turn, must.take their raps from 
the people who cast the votes. 


Occasionally, however, some sub- 


ject comes along that gives the gov- 
ernment writer his golden 
oppor- 


tunity and it is one such that I wish 
to record here—a .lyrical journalis- 
tic gem (no pun) about "diamonds for 
defense" that came'out of Nelson Roc- 
kefeller's 
office for inter-American 


iffairs. In the sub-heading, the Roc- 
cefeller boys tipped their hand with 
the information that "South Amer- 
ica's Diamond Bullets Aid Demo- 
cracy's Arsenal." 


For there on, it was touch-and-go. 


The release started: "Diamonds—pre- 
cious jeweled facets of imprisoned sun 
ight. Pretty beaubles which have in- 
spired prince and pauper, king and 
commoner, beguiling to lovers and 
coveted by thieves, now lake an im- 
portant place next to battleships, 
tanks and factories in the gigantic 
nilitary and industrial effort to forge 
the weapons of defense for the Amcr- 
cas. Prismatic facets with the latent 
•aw power of a smoldering volcano. 
Power to create a Niagara of arms 
n defense of democracy." 


If you are still along, set a spell 


and get your breath. That sort of 
thing goes on for 14 double-spaced 
pages. 


It points out that "this amazing 


jewel . . part of the plasma of earth's 
creation . . has donned overalls , . . 
and is fighting the battles of our 
democratic allies against the aggres- 
sive intentions of totalitarian powers 
aiming to dominate a world economic 
hegemony by force of arms." 


That kind of verbiage is enough 


to stop even the most enthusiastic 
of the government report thumber- 
throughers but as isn't always the 
case in these releases by any means, 
this one carried a reward for patience. 
Tucked away among those precious 
adjectives and over-ripe phrases was 
some pretty hot stuffabout industrial 
diamonds. 


For example, the Dutch and Bel- 


ian merchants, fleeing their native 
lands before the Nazi invasion, car- 
ried nearly nil their diamonds with 
them and the Axis powers are so 
short on industrial diamonds today 
that they are cutting up gem stones to 
use in the drills and cutters of war 
industries. 


Only a few weeks ago. FBI agents 


arrested three Japanese 
merchants 


and charged them with trying to sneak 
out of the country with $50,000 worth 
of industrial diamonds. 


The Italian government maintains 


its only existing South Atlantic air- 
line (L. A. T. I,, flying from Brazil 
to Italy) with a major purpose of 
transporting this valuable light-weight 
cargo for use in Axis war machines. 


The United States imports three- 


fourths of a ton (3,809,000 carats) of 
industrial diamonds a year now, about

to save lives and avert suffering for 
seamen torpedoed in the Battle of the 
Atlantic. 


Standard lifeboat rations'for a hun- 


dred years have been water, biscuit 
and bully beef. Usually the amount of 
water was so small the seamen could 
not get enough to eat the salty beef 
and dry biscuit. The result was that 
hundreds of seamen died in the first 
two years of the war while trying to 
reach land in under-provisioned boats 


Here is what the "luxury lifeboats" 


being supplied the merchant marine 
carry: Enough water to supply each 
of 46 men with 8 oz. a day for two 
weeks; 14 pounds each of peanuts, 
prunes and raisins; large quantities of 
chocolate to take the place of biscuits, 
meat extracts, and malted milk; life- 
jackets fitted with watertight pockets 
containing concentrated food and vit- 
amin C; towels, first aid kit, splints, 
blankets, boat repair outfit, massage 
oil, bailing dippers, compass, flares, 
matches and charts.

The men, with the money 
they got from the German govern- 
ment, painted the houses, built a ten- 
nis court and swimming' pool and 
made themselves generally comfort- 
able. 


When Uncle Sam froze German mo- 


netary assets, the Nazi government 
could no longer finance them. Now the 
cost of their keep is ;b.eing paid by 
the Department of Justice. Like the 
jermans and Italians in the other 
two camps, they ^ave the status of 
men who should be deported but can 
not be because of wartime conditions.
